The eec-
tion of country which the proposed road
will reach is on2 of the newly settled
portions of the county and the residents
have labored under the disadvantages of
not having easy asccess to markets. The
road will greatly help in developing the
upper Mill ereek country.

The management of
the O. R. & N. are, it is undersiood, very
much opposed to the building of the
road and are willing to make extensive
concessions to the people of Sherman
county provided the road will not be
built. That it wili divert a lot of busi-
ness from Bigge, Grants and Rofos and
hring more business to The Dalles, there
is no question. But we doubt if the con-
struction of the road can now bestopped,
no matter what iuflnence is bronght.
The promoters of the undertaking are
Sherman county farmers who are anx-
ions to be brought in cloee connection
with The Dalles and are determined to
carry their point. The merchants and
business men of thie city have responded
very generously to the cali for assistance.

The Growlth of Our Schools.

Prof. Gavin has handed to Tee Carox-
ICLE some 1nleresting statistics concern-
ing our pablic schools. The figures
show a very satisfactory condition and
indicate that not only the enroliment
of the schools is more than last year,
but that ounr ci!.y] population also is
steadily increasing. The number of
students enrolled at the present time is
forty-five greater than at the same period
last year. The increase of average daily
attendance in 1805 over '94 is 57. The
high water mark of attendance wus dar-
ing last November, when one day the
number reached 568. November, 1893, is
vet to be heard from. The following table
shows a comparison between the enroll-
ment for the first month daring the last
eight scholastic years:
